HORSE RACE 
KDSOHA 


On Saturday, September 6, members of the Mesilla Valley Radio Club and other 
Amateur Radio operators from Donna Ana county, converged on the Southern New 
Mexico State Fair grounds to provide radio communications for the Desert Classic 
Endurance Horse Race. Sponsored by the American Endurance Ride Conference and the 
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Federation International Equestrain, the Saturday event consisted of a 100 mile, 
75 mile, 50 mile, and 25 mile ride. The Sunday event consisted of a 50 mile and 
35 mile ride. The rides consist of different combinations of three loops. A 25 
mile loop, a 15 mile loop, and a 10 mile loop. For example, the 100 mile ride is 
15 miles, 25 miles, and 10 miles. This equals 50 miles. To get the second 50 
miles, repeat. After each loop there is a mandatory hold to rest the horses and 

do a vet check. On Sat. the 100 mile and 75 mile rides started at 06:15 A.M. The 
50 and 25 mile rides started at 07:15 A.M. The allotted time to complete the ride 
started at 24 hours for the 100 mile riders and decreased by 6 hours for each of 
the other rides. There were 5 riders in the 100 mile ride, ten riders in the 75 

mile ride, 15 in the 50 mile, and 11 in the 25 mile ride. The last horse came in 

at 02:45 Sunday morning in the 100 mile event.
